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THE    EAR  M    INCOME  SITUATION 
Summary 

Cash  income  from  farm  marketings  and  Government  payments  in  September 
of  $1,325  million  was  46  percent  more  than  the  $90S  million  received  in 
September  19^0  and  IS  percent  more  than  the  revised  estimate  of  $1,121  mil- 
lion in  August.     Income  from  all  groups  of  farm  products  was  higher  in 
September  this  year  than  last,  but  the  greatest  increases  were  in  the  income 
from  cotton  and  cottonseed,  tobacco,  and  hogs.    Marketings  of  cotton  and 
tobacco  were  somewhat  larger  in  September  than  the  relatively  small  market- 
ings of  a  year  earlier,  aid  prices  were  sharply  higher.     Sales  of  hogs  were 
smaller  than  in  September  1?40,  but  prices  were  nearly  twice  as  high.  Gov- 
ernment payments  amounted  to  $22  million  compared  with  $20  million  in  August 
and  $5^  million  in  September  last  year. 

Eor  the  first  9  months  of  19^1  cash  income  and  Government  payments 
totaled  $7,690  million  compared  with  $6,189  million  during  the  corresponding 
period  of  19^-0.     Income  from  farm  marketings  totaled  $7,299  million,  29  per- 
cent more  than  the  $5,648  million  received  in  the  same  months  of  last  year. 
Government  payments  so  far  in  19^1 »  however,  have  amounted  to  only  $391  mil- 
lion compared  with  $5^1  million  in  the  sane  period  last  year. 

The  increase  in  income  from  August  to  September  was  somewhat  larger 
than  usual,  with  income  both  from  crops  and  from  livestock  and  livestock 
products  increasing  more  than  seasonally.     Returns  from  cotton  and  tobacco 
were  up  much  more  than  usual  this  .year,   and  income  from  truck  crops  increased 
from  August  to  September  whereas  the  usual  trend  of  income  is  downward.  Be- 
cause of  relatively  heavy  marketings  of  cattle  and  high  prices  of  hogs,  income 
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from  meat  animals  also  increased  more  than  seasonally  -from  August  to 
September.     Income  from  dairy  products  remained  unchanged  from  August  instead 
of  making  the  usual  seasonal  decline* 

The  marked  increase  in  income  from  farm  marketings  in  September  over 
a  year  earlier  resulted  in  large  part  from  the  fact  that  the  level  of  prices 
received  "by  farmers  in  September  was  U3  percent  higher  than  In  September  last 


year,  but  also  was  due  in  part  to  the  earlier  seasonal  movement  of  crops  to 
market  this  year  than  last.    Because  of  the  lateness  of  the  19^0  season, 
crops  moved  to  market  later  than  usual,  whereas 'this  year  crops  are  moving 
slightly  earlier  than  usual.     Therefore,  cash  farm  income  during  the  next  3 
months  is  not  likely  to  show  increases  over  the  corresponding  month;  of  last 
year  as  large  as  in  August  and  September,  although  total  income  will  remain 
substantially  higher  than  in  the  last  quarter -of  -  ip^+0.    From  September  to 
December  last  year  the  seasonally  adjusted  index  of  income'  from  farm  market- 
ings increased  from  75*5  to  85.5  percent  of  the  192U-29  average,  whereas  in 
the  corresponding  period  of  this  year  the  seasonally  adjusted  index  of  income 
-  will  .do  well  to  maintain  the  September  level,  which  was  110  percent  of  the 
192U-29  average.

Cash  Farm  Income  for  I9U1  Expected 
to  Exceed  1 924-29  Average 

The  preliminary  estimate  of  cash  farm  income  for  the  first  9  nonths 
of  19^1*  together  with  probable  marketings ■ and  prices  of  farm  products  in 
the  last  quarter,  indicates  that  the  total •  cash  income  for  the  year,  including 
Government  payments,  will  be  about  $11, 200 -  million.    This  would  be  nearly 
$U00  million  above  average' farm  income  for  •'  I92H-29,  •  but  about  $100  million 
less  than  the  total  in  1929-    In  19^0  cash  farm  income  and  Government  pay- 
ments totaled  $9,120  million.     Income  from  farm  marketings  in.  19^1  is  likely 
to  total  about  $2,200  million  (26  percent)  more  than  in  19^-0,  when  it  amounted 
to  $8,35^  million.    However,  Government  payments  probably  will  be  about  $100 
million  less  this  year  than  last,  since  payments  in  the  first  half  of  l^kl 
were  smaller  than  a  year  earlier  and  payments  on  the  19^-1  program  are  being 
made  a  little  later  than  they  were  on  the  I9U0  program.

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Because  of  the  marked  improvement  in  demand  for  many  of  the  ma.jor 
crops,  it  now  appears  that  income  from  crops  in  19^1  may  show  a  larger  gain 
over  19^-0  than  returns  from  livestock  and  livestock  products.    A  marked  in- 
crease in  the  size  of  the  19^1  wheat  crop,  together  with  substantially 
higher  prices,  is  resulting  in  the  largest  income  from  wheat  since  1929  • 
Although  the  cotton  and  tobacco  crops  this  year  ere  somewhat  smaller  than 
in  19^-0,  prices  are  sharply  higher  than  a  year  earlier  and  somewhat  above 
the  loan  values.    Total  cash  income  from  cotton  lint  and  seed  during  19^-1 
probably  will  exceed  $1  "billion  for  the  first  tine  since  1929  and  will  be 
nearly  times  as  large  as  it  was  last  year.    Most  other  farm  crops, 

particularly  truck  crops,  soybeans,  rice,  aid  several  of  the  fruit  crops, 
also  are  expected  to  show  substantial  increases  in  farm  income  in  19^-1. 

Returns  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  will  be  the  largest 
since  1929  ?"d  about  25  percent  above  the  income  received  from  these  prod- 
ucts last  year.     Income  from  meat  animals  so  far  has  recorded  the  greatest 
percentage  increase  ever  a  yea,r  earlier  but  for  the  year  as  a.  whole  income 
from  poultry  and  eggs  probably  will  show  nearly  as  large  a  percentage  increas 
as  the  returns  from  meat  animals.     Income  from  dairy  products  also  will  be 
substantially  larger  this  year  than  last  and  may  be  almost  as  large  as  in 
1929>  when  returns  from  dairy  products  totaled  1,832  million  dollars. 

19Ul  NET  IIJOOME  OF  FARM  OPERATORS  HIGHEST  SINGE  1920 

Gross  farm  income  and  Government  payments  in  19^1  may  total  about 
$13,500  million  compared  with  $llf0lU  million  last  year  and  $13,225  million 
in  1929*     These  estimates  of  gross  farm  income  include  cash  income  from 
farm  marketings  and  Government  payments,  the  value  of  products  retained  on 
farms  for  home  consumption,  and  rental  'value  of  farm  dwellings.    The  estimate 
of  gross  income  for  19^1  takes  into  account  the  estimate  of  cash  income  for 
this  year,  allows  for  the  increase  in  the  value  of  products  retained  for 
home  consumption  as  a  result  of  the  marked  advance  in  prices  received  by 
farmers,  a.nd  allows  for  a  moderate  increase  in  the  residential  value  of 
farm  homes. 

Preliminary  indications  as  to  farm  production  costs  for  19^1  are 
that  they  will  be  about  15  percent  higher  than  in  19^0,  with  the  greatest 
increase  occurring  in  the  expenses  for  labor,  rent,  and  feed.     However,  the 
increase  in  farm  production  costs  has  been  much  less  than  the  increase  in 
gross  farm  income,  and  net  returns  to  farm  operators  in  19^1  after  deducting 
production  expenses  from  gross  income  apparently  will  be  the  largest  for 
any  year  since  1920.     (See  chart  on  front  page.) 

The  income  of  the  nonfarm  population  is  also  increasing  sharply  in 
19^-1  and  is  expected  to  be  larger  than  in  any  previous  year.     However,  if 
allowance  is  made  for  the  increase  in  the  nonfarm  population,  income  per 
capita  in  19^1  will  be  slightly  smaller  than  in  1926,  1928,  or  1929. 

One  method  of  comparing  the  income  of  persons  on  farms  with  the  in- 
come of  persons  not  on  farms  is  illustrated  on  the  chart  cn  page  6.  In 
this  chart  the  income  per  person  on  farms,  which  includes  the  net  income 
to  farm  operators  and  the  wages  paid  to  hired  workers  living  on  farms,  is 
shown  in  the  form  of  index  numbers  with  1910-lU  equal  to  100.     The  income 
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per  person  not  on  farms  (which  is  determined  by  dividing  the  national  in- 
come, excluding  incomes  to  persons  on  farms,  "by  the  population  not  living 
on  farms)  is  also  shown  in  the  form  of  index  numbers  with  the  same  "base 
period.    It  will  be  noted  from  this  chart  that  the  income  of  persons  on 
farms  increased  more  rapidly  from  I9U0  to  19U1  than  the  income  of  the  non- 
farm  population.    If  Government  payments  are  excluded,  income  per  person 
on  farms  in  19*+1  is  slightly  lower  relative  to  1910-lU  than  the  income  per 
person  not  on  farms,  "but  if  Government  payments  are  included  the  income  per 
person  on  farms  is  about  5  percent  greater. 

19^2  OUTLOOK  IS  FOR  CASH  FARM  INCOME  OF  13  BILLION  DOLLARS 

Indications  are  that  the  demand  for  farm  products  in  19^2  will  "be 
somewhat  higher  than  in  19Ul;  and  with  some  further  increase  in  agricultural 
production  in  prospect,  present  indications  are  that  unless  weather  condi- 
tions are  unusually  abnormal  cash  farm  income  in  I9U2  may  approximate  13 
billion  dollars.    The  higher  level  of  demand  for  agricultural  products  in 
19^+2  is  indicated  by  (l)  prospects  for  a  higher  level  of  business  activity 
and  consumer  incomes  than  in  19^1,  (2)  larger  total  purchases  of  farm  prod- 
ucts under  the  food-for-def ense  program,   (3)  reduced  competition  from  im- 
ported commodities  which  compete  with  domestic  products,   (h)  and  strong 
speculative  and  storage  demand  in  anticipation  of  a  rising  price  level.  It 
is  probable,  however,  that  farm  production  costs  in  19^2  will  increase  much 
more  than  they  did  in  19*+1  and  net  income  remaining  to  farm  operators  may 
not  show  as  pronounced,  an  increase  from  I9HI  to  19^-2  as  it  did  from  19^-0  to 
19Ul. 

Farm  prices  in  19^1  may  average  nearly  25  percent  above  prices  in 
19^0,  and  a  gain  of  about  the  same  proportions  is  indicated  for  I9U2  over 
19^-1  •    Prices  were  much  below  present  levels  during  the  first  part  of  19^-1 
and  so  would  have  to  average  little  more  than  10  percent  above  the  present 
level  in  order  to  fulfill  this  outlook. 

Production  of  many  agricultural  commodities  in  19Hl  has  been  the 
highest  on  record,  with  yields  of  most  crops  much  above  average,  and  out- 
put of  livestock  and.  livestock  products  larger  than  in  any  previous  year. 
It  is  probable,  with  the  prospective  reduction  in  the  acreage  of  wheat  and 
with  relatively  little  change  in  the  acreage  devoted  to  most  other  major 
crops,  that  total  crop  production  in  I9U2  may  be  smaller  then  in  19}-H. 
However,  the  prospective  high  level  of  demand  for  livestock  and  livestock 
products  and  the  supply  of  feedstuff s  favor  continued  expansion  in  production. 
After  a.  thorough  canvass  of  the  probable  demand  for  farm  products  for  home 
consumption  and  for  export,  production  goals  have  been  set  which  include  a 
substantial  increase  in  the  production  of  livestock  and  livestock  products. 
If  these  goals  are  met,  total  agricultural  production  in  19^+2  may  be  about 
2  percent  larger  than  in  I9UI.     The  realization  of  these  goals,  however, 
depends  to  some  extent  upon  weather  conditions  affecting  crop  yields  and 
pastures  and  the  extent  to  which  the  larger  output  of  meat  animals  is 
marketed. 

The  income  from  all  groups  of  farm  products  is  expected  to  be  higher 
in  I9U2  than  in  19^1,  but  the  rise  will  be  much  greater  for  some  groups  of 
commodities  than  for  others.     Income  from  grains  may  not  be  much  higher  than 
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in  19^1  "because. of  the  prospective  marked  decline  in  the  production  of  wheat. 
Income  from  fruits  and  vegetables  and  from  livestock  products  probably  will 
increase  along  with  the  expected  increase  in  the  income  of  consumers  and.  the 
probable  increase  in  the  exports  of  najqv  cf  these  commodities. 

Prices  received  by  farmers  have  gone  up  much  faster'  than  price  paid 
during  19^1>  and  the  general  level  of  farm  prices  is  now  approximately  at 
parity.    Prices  paid  by  farmers  are  expected  to  rise  substantially  in  19^2. 
but  not  enough  to  offset  the  increase  in  prices  received,  so  that  ..for.  the 
year  I9U2  as  a  whole  prices  received  should  be  . close  to  or  slightly  above 
parity.    The  largest  prospective  increases  in  prices  paid  by  farmers  are. 
for  seed,  automobiles  and  tractors,  building  materials,  feed,  containers, 
and- many ■  small -items -of  equipment  and  supplies.    Farm  wage  rates  also  will 
be  substantially  higher.    Moderate  advances  are  expected  in  prices  of  farm'." 
machinery,  fertilizer,  gas  and  oil,  and  possibly  taxes. 

August  Cash  Parm  Income  Up  50     .  - 
Percent  from.  Last  Year-. 

The  revised  estimate-  of  cash  income-  f rom _ farm  marketings  and  Govern- 
ment payments  of  1,121  million  dollars  for  August  was  ^>0  percent  higher,  than 
in  August  last  year.  .  Income  in  all  major  geographic  regions  was  -considerably 
higher  than  a  year  earlier,  with  increases  ranging  from  22  percent  in  the 
New  England  States  to  70  percent  in  the  West  North  Central  Region.  {See 
chart  on  opposite  page.) 

The  increases  in  income  from  July  to  August  were  much  greater  than 
usual  in  the  West  North  Central  and  South  Central  States  because  of  the  large 
amount  of  wheat  placed  under  lo,an . in  August .  but  income  increased  more  than, 
usual  in  all  of  the  major  geographic .  regions  except  New  England.    In  this- 
region  income  in-August  was  little  changed  from,  that  in  July,  whereas  in  most 
years  there  is  some  increase  in  this  period.    In  the  East  North  Central  Region 
eash  farm  income  usually  declines  from  July  to  August,  but  this  year  there 
wa.s  a  slight  increase  in  income  largely  because  of  the  sharp  increase-  in  re- 
turns from  wheat.    The  relatively  high  returns  from  wheat  also  were  reflected 
in  the  greater  than  usual  increase  in  income  of  the  Western  Region,  which 
likewise  recorded  sharp  increases, in  income  from  fruits.     In  the  South  Atlantic 
Region  the  fact  that  the  ;tobacco  crop  began  to  move  to  market  in  August  at- 
substantially  higher  prices  than  a,  year  earlier  accounted  for  most  of  the- 
increase.-  .-. 

Eor  the  first  8  months  of  I9UI  cash  income  ha.s  been  sharply  higher 
than  a  year  earlier  in  all  of  the  major  geographic  regions.     The  increases 
ranged  from  11  percent  in  the  North  Atlantic  States  to  28  percent  in  the- 
South  Central  States.     In  the  East  and  West  North  Central  and  South  Atlantic 
Regions  the  increases  amounted  to  20  percent  and  in  the  far  Western  States 
to  23  percent.     Substantial  increases  in  income  were  reported  -for  all  States 
except  Connecticut  and  Maine,  where  income  including  Government  payments  was 
1  percent  and  10  percent  smaller,  respectively,  than  in  the  first  S  months 
of  I9I4-O.    ;In  Maine  the  decline  has  been  due  largely  to  the  small  returns  ; 
from  the  -potato  crop,  whereas  in  Connecticut  smaller  sales  of  tobacco  in  the 
early  months  of  19*4-1  were  an  important  factor  in  the  decline.     The  greatest 
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increases  in  income  have  "been  in  Kansas,  Texas,  and  Arizona.  In  these  States 
income  during  the  first  8  months  was  more  than  ko  percent  greater  than  in  the 
corresponding  period  of  19.^0. 

North  Atlantic  Region 

Cash  income  from  farm  marketings  and  Government  payments  during  August 
totaled  22  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  with  increases  ranging  from 
11  percent  in  New  Jersey  to  kO  percent  in  "Vermont,     Income  both  from  crops 
and  from  livestock  was  higher  than  a  year  earlier  in  all  States  of  the  region. 
Most  of  the  increase  in  income  from  crops  in  this  area  was  from  truck  crops 
and  wheat.    During  August  returns  from  meat  animals,  poultry  and  eggs,  and 
dairy  products  were  all  sharply  higher  than  a  year  earlier  in  all  States  of 
the  region. 

During  the  first  8  months  of  19^-1  cash  income  and  Government  payments 
totaled  11  percent,  more  than  a  year  earlier.    Income  from  crops  has  totaled 
only  1  percent  more  than  in  19^0  as  sharp  declines  in  returns  from  maple 
products,  potatoes,  tobacco,  and  fruits  have  been  nearly  offset  by  the  in- 
creased returns  from  grains,  truck  crops,  and  greenhouse  and  nursery  prod- 
ucts.   However,  income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  has  been 
substantially  higher  than  a  year  earlier  in  all  States  of  the  region. 

East  North  Central  Region 

A  sharp  increase  in  income  both  from  crops  and  from  livestock  and 
livestock  products  in  this  region  during  August  was  only  partly  offset  by 
the  decline  in  Government  payments,  so  that  income  in  the  region  as  a  whole 
was  33  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier..    All  States  in  the  region  re- 
corded substantial  increases  in  income,  the  increases  ranging  from  21  percent 
in  Michigan  to  hi  percent  in  Wisconsin.    Higher  returns  from  wheat  and  truck 
crops  accounted  for  a  major  portion  of  the  increase  in  income  from  crops 
whereas  the  greatest  increases  in  income  from  livestock  and  livestock  prod- 
ucts were  in  the  returns  from  hogs,  eggs,  and  wholesale  milk. 

From  January  to  August  cash  farm  income,  including  Government  payments, 
was  20  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  the  increases  in  the  various  States 
ranging  from  16  percent  in  Illinois  to  30  percent  in  Wisconsin.    Most  of  the 
increase  in  income  during  this  period  has  been  due  to  the  sharply  higher  re- 
turns from  livestock  and  livestock  products,  all  types  of  which  have  been 
contributing  to  the  increase.     Income  from  crops  for  the  first  8  months  of  the 
year  was  only  3  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier. 

West  North  Central  Region 

Cash  farm  income  in  this  region  during  August  was  70  percent  higher 
than  a  ye«r  earlier,  with  income  in  North  Dakota  and  Kansas  amounting  to  more 
than  twice  as  much  as  in  the  corresponding  month  of  last  year.  Substantial 
increases  also  were  recorded  in  the  other  States,  ranging  from  37  percent  in 
Iowa  to  68  percent  in  South  Dakota.     The  marked  increase  in  the  size  of  the 
wheat  crop,  higher  prices,  and  the  large  amount  of  wheat  going  into  loan 
during  August  were  the  principal  factors  accounting  for  the  sharp  increase. 
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Because  of  the  later  date  of  Government  payments  in  this  region  this 
year,  the  volume  of  Government  payments  through  August  was  sharply  lower 
than  a  year  earlier.     Income  excluding  Government  payments  from  January  to 
August  was  27  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  "but  when  Government  pay- 
ments are  included  the  increase  is  only  20  percent.     The  reduction  in  Gov- 
ernment payments  has  "been  most  pronounced  in  Nebraska  and  Minnesota.  In 
these  two  States  income  including  Government  payments  during  the  first  8 
months  of  the  year  was  only  9  and  10  percent  larger  than  a  year  earlier, 
whereas  in  the  remaining  States  the  increase  in  income  ranged  from  l6  to 
U3  percent.     Government  payments  are  now  being  made  in- volume  in  this  area 
and  during  the  last  k  months  of  the  year  probably  will  total  somewhat  more 
than  they  did  in  19^0. 

South  Atlantic  Region 

Income  from  farm  marketings  in  this  region  during  August  was  kl  per- 
cent higher  than  a  year  earlier.     However,  most  of  the  increase  was  recorded 
in  North  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  and  Maryland  and  was  largely  accounted 
for  "by  the  sharp  increa.se  in  returns  from  tobacco.     In  these  States  income 
from  farm  marketings  was  US  to  IU9  percent  higher  than  in  August  last  year, 
whereas  in  the  remaining  States  income  ranged  from  3  percent  less  than  a 
year  earlier  in  Georgia  to  18  percent  higher  in  Virginia. 

During  the  first  8  months  of  19^-1  cash  income  from  farm  marketings 
and  Government  payments  in  this  region  has  totaled  20  percent  more  than  a 
year  earlier,  with  increases  ranging  from  6  percent  in  Georgia  to  J>6  per- 
cent in  North  Carolina.     In  Georgia  income  from  Government  payments  during 
the  first  8  months  of  lQ^-l  was  sharply  lower  than  a  year  earlier  and  was  an 
important  factor  in  the  relatively  small  increase  in  income  in  that  State. 

South  Central  Region 

Cash  farm  income  in  this  region  during  August  reflected  the  relatively 
large  amount  of  wheat  sold  or  placed  under  loan  in  Oklahoma  and  Texas  and 
the  earlier  movement  of  cotton  in  the  principal  cotton-growing  States.  For 
the:  region  as  a  whole,  cash  farm  income  including  Government  payments  was  66 
percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  with  the  greatest  increase    being  recorded 
in  Oklahoma,  Texas,  Tennessee,  and  Alabama.     Income  from  farm  marketings  in 
Louisiana  was        percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  but  Government  payments 
in  August  were  only  10  percent  as  large  as  in  August  last  year  and  total  in- 
come including  Government  payments  was  down  21  percent. 

From  January  to  August  income  from  marketings  and  Government  pa.yments 
in  this  region  totaled  28  percent  more  than  a  year  earlier.     Income  from 
sales  of  crops  was  up        percent  and  income  from  livestock  and  livestock 
products  was  up  37  percent,  but  Government  payments  were  lower  in  all  States. 
The  greatest  increases  in  income  were  in  Arkansas  and  Texas,  where  returns 
both  from  crops  and  from  livestock  were  subste.ntia.lly  larger  than  a  year 
earlier.     Income  in  all  States  wa.s  somewhat  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  in- 
creases ranging  from  10  percent  in  Louisiana  to  kl  percent  in  Texas. 
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Western  States 

Cash  income  from  farm  marketings  and  Government  payments  during 
August  in  this  region  totaled  .^1  percent  ,  mors  than  a  year  earlier,  with  the 
increases  ranging  from  9  percent  in  Wyoming  to        percent  in  Oregon,  Sub- 
stantial increases  in  income  were  recorded  in  all  important  wheat-growing 
States,  and  income  was  also  sharply  higher  in  California  where  marked  in- 
creases in  returns  from  fruits  and  livestock  supplemented  the  larger  re- 
turns from  wheat. 

From  January  to  August  the  increase  in  income,   including  Government 
payments,  in  this  area  ranged  from  11  percent  in  Wyoming  to  kk  percent  in 
Arizona  and  for  the  region  as  a  whole  totaled  23  percent.    Larger  returns 
both  from  crops  and  from  livestock  were  recorded  in  every  State,  but  Govern- 
ment payments  were  somewhat  smaller  than  a  year  earlier.
